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Book rate s UTM sixth safest campus in nation

Martin has recently been named 
the safest college town in the slate 
and the sixth safest in the nation, 
with a rate of 1.76 crimes per 100 
residents, according to a book on 
safety at college. 

“Crime at-College: The Student 
Guide to Personal Safety," is a just- 
released book that ranks colleges 
according to the number of crimes 
committed per 100 residents in the 
area surrounding and including the 


school. 

'“This would take into account 
Martin, Weakley County and sur¬ 
rounding areas where students live, 
work and socialize," said Ted Coun¬ 
cil, directory of Safety and Security. 

"We’ve always felt UTM was safe, 
a good learning environment," said 
Chancellor Margaret Perry. “This 
just confirms what we’ve always 
felt." 

The book, which was written by 
Curiis Ostrander and Joseph 
Schwartz, a former police detective 
and a former police reporter, lists the 


safest and most dangerous college 
towns in different sections of the 
country, according to their crime 
rale, as reported in the FBI’s “Crime 
by County. 1992." It then ranks all 
the colleges by their college town 
crime rate. 

The book listed 467 colleges and 
universities with an enrollment of 
5.000 or more. The University of 
Northern Iowa, located in Cedar 
Falls, ranked the safest with a rate of 
1.14. St. Louis University ranked the 
worst with a rate of 14780. 

"For them torate us the sixth safest 


campus in the nation without us hav¬ 
ing any input or knowledge of ibis 
makes you feel good. We had no way 
lo influence .this one way or an¬ 
other," Council said. 

"We have to give a lot of credit to 
the county and city law enforce¬ 
ment. and a lot of credit to the people 
in this countyCouncil also said. 

“I take a lot of pride in the fact that 
Martin istonsidered to he the safest 
towrefor a college student in the state 
of Tennessee." said Jackie Moore, 
chief of police for the Martin Police 
Department "Basically, we've got 


probably the most dedicated police 
officers that I know of anywhere,” 
According to the book, colleges 
are required to publicize annual cam¬ 
pus crime statistics to students, po¬ 
tential students and employees. How¬ 
ever. these statistics are often mis¬ 
leading because they include only 
reported crimes that occur on cam¬ 
pus properties. The book also stated 
that, according to the "Survey of 
College and University Law Enforce¬ 
ment Personnel to Determine Com¬ 
pliance with Campus Crime Disclo-

Two UTM students were among 
five arrested for illegal nude danc¬ 
ing at a new “adult entertainment" 
club on Highway 431 that .the City-— 
of Martin is taking measures to put 
out of business. 

Treasures, located across the street 
from thecity limits on Highway 431 


and advertises nightly live dancing. 
Because of the nature of its opera¬ 
tion, itdoes not have a license to sell 
alcohol, but patrons are allowed to 
bring alcohol purchased else where 
onto its premises, the owner said. 

According to Weakley County 
sheriffs reports, four dancers and 
an on-duty manager were arrested 
at Treasures on the night of July 8 
when undcrcoverdrug-enforcement 
officers observed the dancers to¬ 
tally nude while investigating pos¬ 
sible drug trafficking at the estab¬ 
lishment. 

The incident occurred a week af¬ 
ter a new Tennessee code restrict¬ 
ing totally nude dancing in public 
places took effect. Among the four 
dancers facing charges of public

indecency include Cheryl Hassell 
Mason, 24, a senior Public Adminis¬ 
tration major from Dickson, and 
Sarah Lynn Simaitis, 22, who is not 
enrolled in classes this semester, but 
was enrolled at the time of the arrest 
as a senior Psychology major from 
Memphis. 

The nude dancing violations aren’t 
the only objection local police have 
to the club. 

Martin Police Chief Jackie Moore 
said he's concerned such an estab¬ 
lishment could lead to increased 
crime in Martin and the UTM area, 
recently named the sixth safest envi¬ 


ronment for a college campus in the 
nation. Because the club is located 
just outside the city limits. MPD 
can’t patrol Treasures. 

"I'll go on the record as saying it 
needs to be closed down," Moore 
said. “I'm not here to cry out any 
moral judgment about what's going 
on there as far as nude dancing. What 
I do know is what is traditionally 
associated with that kind of activity 
- extremely heavy drinking, drug 
usage and violence.’’ 

A resolution is being drafted by 
the city of Martin to annex the 
Gardner area, in which case city 


ordinances would not permit the 
kind of partly nude entertainment 
that Treasures now conducts, 
Moore said. 

MartinCity Administrator Dick 
Tidwell said the resolution will be 
taken to the Planning Commission 
within a month and will be pre¬ 
sented to the city board in either 
October or November so that it 
could be enacted by the first of 
next year. 

“It won't do them any good." 
said Edwin McDcrmon, owner of 
Treasures. “Thecity ofMartincan

The artwork of Phil Lavely, known 
for his reality of wildlife and conser¬ 
vation scenes, is the first exhibit of 
the 1994-95 year for the University 
Museum. 

The exhibit will be on display 
through Aug. 31. The exhibit also 
includes bird carvings cut by his 
wife, Nancy. 

Lavely is a professor of Natural 
Resources Management at UTM, but 
has also made a name for himself 
with his artwork. Several series of 
limited edition prims of his earlier 
wildlife works have sold out. 

Some prints, such as last year's 
"Beneath My Wings." a painting of 
a mature bald eagle swooping down 
on Reelfoot Lake, are available for 
sale for $50 each. Money from those 
sales goes to fund a scholarship in 
natural resources. 

"This exhibit includes some of my 
work never before seen by the pub¬ 
lic," Lavely said. Some of those 
previously unseen works include 
scenes of deer, Obion River bottoms, 
and Reelfoot Lake. 

"There is also some of my older 
work, including Western scenes, such 
as the Grand Canyon," he said. 

The exhibits are presented in the 
Holland McCombs Center and Ar¬ 
chives located between Gooch Hall 


and the Administration Building. The 
museum is open from I - 4 p:m., but 
visits from groups or indi viduals may

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Dr. Frank Black has resigned as 
vice chancellor of Academic Af¬ 
fairs, effective this semester, to be¬ 
gin teaching in the School of Educa¬ 
tion in January. 

Black, who served at his former 
position since 
1988. said he has 
always wanted 
to eventually re¬ 
turn to teaching 
and determined 
this fall to be an 
Black opportune se¬ 

mester to make 
the transition. . 

“I don't interpret this as stepping 
down; I interpret it as stepping up," 
Black said. "I think that teaching is 
the most important thing that we do, 
and it's something I love doing. In 
conversation withChancellor (Mar¬ 
garet) Perry, discussing the progress 
of this university, it seemed this 
wou Id be an appropriate ti me for me 
to (make) the transition.” 

Black is on a leave of absence 
after officially relinquishing his 
duties as vice chancellor on Aug. 
16. He said he is taking the leave to 
prepare to teach a full-course load 
beginning next semester. 

Fran Johnson, assistant vice chan- 


ccllorof Academic Affairs, will serve 

temporarily as vice chancellor until 
an advisory search committee can 
fill the position, probably by early 
1995. Associate Vice Chancellor K, 
Paul Jones will assist Johnson by 
assuming some of Black's commit¬ 
tee responsibilities. Perry said. 

The search will be the first time 
since new guidelines governing 
search committees Were put into ef¬ 
fect two years ago that the university 
has sought a new vice chancellor. 

Under the new guidelines. Perry 
said, representatives will be elected 
from the six schools, which shall 
constitute a simple majority of the 
search committee. Perry will add 
three to five appointees, possibly 
including a dean, a member of her 
staff and the SGA president, she 
said. 

The university will begin adver¬ 
tising for the position by the first 
week of September, which will be 
open for nominations for six weeks. 
Perry said. The committee Will likely 
begin reviewing the candidates by 
the end of October, Perry said. 

Perry praised Black's work during 
his six years at UTM and particularly 
noted his accomplishments in pro¬ 
viding computers for faculty mem¬ 
bers. 

“I would like to compliment Dr. 
Black on his work as vice chancel-

lor," she said. “Especially I'd like to 
thank him for his work in assuring 
that we have computers for faculty; 
that is one of the key things he has 
emphasized." 

Perry said Black also played a 
major role in bringing hi-tech ad¬ 
vancements to UTM. 

“I think the whole technology 
movement on campus was moved 
forward with his help," she said. 
"He’s been very involved with dis- 
tencHeanmvg^tjhe whole (commu- 


replacement. 
nications) network and providing 
classrooms with (tii-tech) equip¬ 
ment." 

Black also made significant im¬ 
provements in faculty development 
and academic quality measures, she 
said. 

While serving’as vice chancellor, 
Black, whose teaching experience 
includes third grade, community 
college and doctoral programs, has 
tried to leach at least one class a 
semester at UTM. He says his expe¬ 


rience as an administrator will help 
him bring new insight when he re¬ 
turns full-time to the classroom. 

“I think every faculty member 
ought to have an opportunity to be an 
administrator sometime in his or her 
career," Black said. 

“A university, from a faculty 
member's perspective, ought to be a 
place where he or she is concerned 
withthe total effort of the university. 
Often times when we have spent all 
'of our careers only teaching or only 
in administration we don't have that 
complete view of the total effort of 
the institution." 

Before joining UTM, Black served 
as vice president for Academic Af¬ 
fairs at Jackson State University in 
Jackson, Miss. He also was associate 
dean for Academic Affairs at the 
Univefsity of South Florida in 1984- 
85 and the assistant iiean in the Col¬ 
lege of Human Development and 
Learning at Murray State from 1978- 
84. 

While at UTM, Black has been 
active in numerous professional and 
community service activities. He 
chaired the Weakley County United 
Way Campaign in 1991 and is a 
member of the Tennessee Board of 
Education Teacher Education Advi¬ 
sory Council and the Tennessee 
Higher Education Commission Per¬ 
formance Funding Committee.

Man faces assault charges for 
brandishing gun at Pike party

A man not affiliated with UTM 
faces several charges, including ag¬ 
gravated assault and possession of a 
weapon on school property, after 
witnesses said he brandisheda gun at 
the Pi Kappa Alpha “Back to School 
Bash” in the early morning hours of 
Aug. 17. 

David M. Charlton, 22, of Waverly, 
two companions, Wesley A. War¬ 
ren, 22, of Waverly, and another • 
man whodoes not face charges, were 
approached in McCord parking lot 
after an S&S officer observed a dis¬ 
turbance involving Charlton arguing 
with another subject on Hannings 
Lane, according loS&S reports. None 
of the three men wereUTM students. 

At 2:33 a.m„ whfcn arresting offi- 
cerSgt. Charles Coleman confronted 
the three subjecis at the parking lot, 
according to S&S reports, Charlton 
knelt behind a parked vehicle and 
then obeyed the officer’s instruc¬ 
tions. At that time, the officerrecov- 
ered a loaded gun behind the tire that 


Charlton had knelt by. The weapon 
was later identified as a Taurus .357 
Magnum revolver with six lead-poinl 
shells. 

S&S reports say the other iwo men 
were frisked, and Warren was found 
to have an open pocket knifq in his 
left front pocket. The other man was 
unarmed. Chariton and Warren had a 
"strong odor similar to that of an 
alcoholic beverage about their per¬ 
son," according to the report, and 
were later taken to the Martin Police 
Department and charged with public 
intoxication. . 

Coleman responded to a distur¬ 
bance ai the Pike house earlier that 
morning, according to reports, when 
the Ihree subjecis had a confronta¬ 
tion with other guests at the party and 
were forced to leave. 

At that time, Coleman observed 
that the man who was not charged 
had swelling under his eye, which he 
said occurred when someone at the 
Pike house had hit him. 

Coleman reportedly asked him on 
three occasions whether he wished 
to press charges, but he said he did 


not. Coleman advised the three to 
leave campus, and no arrests were, 
made. • 

But. according to the report, the 
subjecis relumed lo the scene of the 
disturbance after Charlton apparently 
obtained the weapon at their car. 
Witnesses reported at some point 
Charlton did reveal and brandish the 
gun. No one reported seeing Warren 
pull the knife S&S found on his 
person. ‘ • 

S&S charged Charlton with pos¬ 
session of a weapon on school prop¬ 
erty and public intoxication while 
MPD charged him with aggravated 
assault for activity at the Pike house. 
MPD also charged Warren with pub¬ 
lic intoxication 

According to a Weakley County 
Circuit Court clerk, Chariton made 
$1,000 bond the next morning and is 
set to appear al General Sessions 
Court in Dresden on Aug. 31. War¬ 
ren pleaded no contest at a prelimi¬ 
naryhearing and was fined $25 , made 
to pay court costs and received a 
suspended sentence. No one else was 
repotted hurt in the incident.

A UTM freshman faces charges of 
theft after his dorm roommate and 
suitemate reported to Safety and 
Security that he had been stealing 
from their rooms when they were not 
present.

Obituary 

Bighem was adviser to UTM sorority 


One of the most unforgettable in¬ 
dividuals toever walk the grounds of 
UTM is gone, bui not forgotten. 

Rosemary Moxley Bighem. 66, 
died Wednesday, Aug. 3. of natural 
causes a week prior to the beginning 
of the fall semester. 

Bighem, who served as a field 
representative for the Tennessee 
Education Association for much of 
her career, became the first African 
American to receive a master's de¬ 
gree from UTM. She received her 
undergraduate degree in Secondary 
Education from her alma mater, Ohio 
State University, and soon returned 


to Martin to begin a leaching career 
that would last for 25 years. 

Bighem, who was’ a member of 
Delta Sigma Theta Sorority and 
adviser of the Eta Xi Chapter here at 
UTM, touched the lives of many 
people who knew her. 

During a meeting held'by DST 
Sunday night, the sorority members 
reflected on the late Rosemary 
Bighem. 

“She was an extremely honest 
woman who feared nothing. She stood 
for what she believed in, even if she 
stood alone," said sorority member 
Kaeia Mayes.

The race may be over, but Dr. 
Richard Chesteen, the UTM Politi¬ 
cal Science professor who unsuc¬ 
cessfully sought the Democratic 
nomination in the Tennessee guber¬ 
natorial primary, says his dream is 
still alive. 

Chesteen, who campaigned with 
the theme “The Tennessee 
DrcamMaker," was shown in unoffi¬ 
cial tallies to have received slightly 
more than 1.1 percent of the overall 
vote in the Aug. 4 primary ejection. 
Nashville Mayor Phil Brcdesen won 
the party's nomination with more 
than 49 percent of the vote. 

An acknowledged underdog from 
the start, Chesteen was shown 
unoffically to receive 6,223 votes 
across Uiestate. including 1,510 votes 
from his home county of Obion. 

Butthe DrcamMaker says a failed 
gubernatorial campaign isn't going 
to keep him from playing a role in 
Tennessee politics. 

Shortly after the campaign, 
Chesteen announced his intention to 


establish "Dreaming Tennessee." a 
non-partisan organization that will 
help investigate the problems facing 
the slate and educate the voting pub¬ 
lic to encourage their solutions. 

“You don't go through a governor's 
race like I did and then just walk 
away" from the issues facing Ten¬ 
nessee, Chesteen said. "I know how 
serious they arc; I know how much 
we need to deal with them but how 
little the public understands." 

"Dreaming Tennessee" will be an 
effective tool to help identify and 
solve the state's problems because it 
will rot be oriented toward any one 
political party, Chesteen said. Also, 
he said, its only objective will be to 
do what's best for the state, not look 
after one particular interest or try to 
win votes. 

Although Chesteen describes him¬ 
self as a faithful Democrat, “I'm a 
pol itical scientist before I'm a Demo¬ 
crat or a Republican. Before that I'm 
a father and a grandfather, and I want 
the best for the Tennessee that my 
children and grandchildren are go¬ 
ing togrow up in. If a Republican can 
comeup with a solution tofproblems

such as) crime, then I say let's do it." 

Chesteen will continue to teach 
Political Science at UTM, but says 
he has no intention to return to his 
former position as chair of the De¬ 
partment of History and Political 
Science after stepping down Iasi year 
to allow more time for the campaign. 

“I cannot come back to hlartin and 
just fade into the woodwork. Toknow 
things are happening out there af¬ 
fecting the state's future, I could not 
respect myself much ifl didn't try to 
do something to make an impact." 

He said the organization's first 


endeavor will be to take an exhaus¬ 
tive look at crime and punishment in 
Tennessee, drawing upon and ar¬ 
ranging whatever data may be avail¬ 
able from across the state. 

Chesteen spent the last year and a 
half running a basically one-man 
campaign after officially announc¬ 
ing his candidacy on Jan. 28, 1993. 
Because he continued to teach a full¬ 
time load, he did most of his cam¬ 
paigning on summers and weekends. 

Chcstecn's campaign will prob¬ 
ably be best remembered for the 
creative tactics he used to gain name 
recognition across the state. He 
printed a scries of trading cards fea¬ 
turing his' picture on the front and 
political information on the back and 
distributed them along the campaign 
trail. And on Oct. 28Chestccn donned 


a wrestling cape and tights to step 
into the ring during a wrestling fund¬ 
raiser in an effort to get his name 
known. The event lost money, and 
though he says it did succeed in 
producing name recognition, not all 
of the attention was positive — jn 
particular a derogatory editorial 90 I- 
umn that appeared shortly after in 
The (Memphis) Commercial Appeal. 

However, Chesteen says he won't 
lose any sleep pondering what he 
would have done differently in his 
campaign. 

"For p person who started out like 
I did to have won the governor’s race 
would have almost been a political 
miracle. So to go back and try to 
recreate a miracle that probably 
wasn't going to happen anyway isn't 
very time productive for me."

New freshman class larger, 
more competent than past years’

The 1994 freshman class- at UTM 
may he the best freshman class in the 
university's history, some adminis¬ 
trators are saying. 

Two examples are that a smaller 
number of these individuals are tak¬ 
ing developmental courses and the 
number of freshmen has increased 
compared to last year. 

Dr. Phillip W.Watkins, vice chan¬ 
cellor of Student Affairs and coordi¬ 
nator of Freshman Studies Week, 
said the population of freshmen who 
attended Freshman Studies Week was 
1,088, up about 3 percent from last 
year's 1.059. 

In addition, more freshmen placed 
into regular college math this year. A 
total of 58 percent of. the students 
tested into college math versus 53 
percent the year before. 

"An indication of the quality of 
this freshman class is a greater pro¬ 
portion tested into College level 
math," Watkins said. 

“Faculty and administrators have 
observed that the freshmen seem to 


he more attentive and serious about 
their college careers," Watkins said. 

Dr. K, Paul Jones, assistant vice 
chanccllorforAcademicAffairs.said 
ACT scores are up this year, as well. 
"They have much better math skills 
and preparation for college," Jones 
said. at 

"This i^he best freshman class 
grade point average-wise of any 
freshman class in the history of UTM, 
having a better than 3.0 grade point 
average and with approximately 21.5 
cumulative composite score on the 
ACT," said Paul Kelley, executive 
director of Admissions. 

Many of these individuals received 
various scholarships and other awards 
such as the Chancellor's award and 
University Scholars. There are 15 
Uni versily Scholars. 80Chanccllor's 
award recipients and 100 Honors 
Seminar students. 

The University scholars have an 
average of 30 on lift ACT or a 3.9 or 
4.0GPA. Chancellor's award recipi¬ 
ents have a 28 ACT or 3.5 or better 
GPA. Honors seminar students have 
a 25 or better ACT and 3.5 grade 
point average.

annex all they want lo; the club was 
iherc long before (any foreseen 
change lo) the city limits." 

McDcrmon said lawyers for the 
club have advised him the city could 
not close Treasures by annexing 
Gardner, and he would seek court 
action to prevent them from iryingto 
do so. 

In the meantime, the Weakley 
County executive has appointed a 
board consisti ng of four county com¬ 
missioners and a member of the 
county beer board to regulate "adult 
entertainment" such as Treasures. 
The board, which met for the first 
time on Aug. 8. will ensure police 
enforce state laws in relation to adult 
entertainment, said James Barncr. 
who serves on the board. 

Moore said he has heard numerous 
complaints and concerns from the 
community after Treasures opened 
its doors. He said he has a particular 
concern for ill effects that the club 
may have for the safety of the area 
surrounding the campus and for any 
UTM student who may decide to 
patronize Treasures. 

“I anticipate that it’s going to have 
a negative impact upon the (UTM) 
student population," Moore said. 
"People with serious criminal records 


have been associated with this estab¬ 
lishment as patrons and employees. 
I have a concern with the association 
of a college student with someone 
who has spent time behind bars. I 
could see these problems and in¬ 
creased (instances of) DUI and maybe 
increased consumption of alcohol 
(among student patrons). 

"I think this particular establish¬ 
ment started out bad, and it can only 
get worse. I would like tosee us bring 
that area into the city limits where it 
would not be incompliance with the 
law." 

But McDermon says his club, 
which offers discounted admission 
rates for UTM students, docs not 
affect the Martin environment in any 
way bcyomfypiply providing enter¬ 
tainment for adults. 

'Treasures is an adult establish¬ 
ment; there is nothing illegal going 
on out there," he said. "It’s a private 
club, you have to obtain a member¬ 
ship. If anything, it could possibly 
hold some of (the crime in Marlin) 
down. Ifyou'rc going to condemn it, 
just don’t go out there. Nobody's 
forcing anybody to go out there. 

“They have clubs (like Treasures) 
in Paris that are operating, and it 
doesn't seem to have increased any 
violence there. We just want lo be 
able to operate.

But the extracurricular activity that 
currently has Bethanie in the spotlight is 
her involvement in Project Recycle. As 
president, she represented Project 
Recycle in the 1994 national “A Pledge 
and a Promise” Environmental Awards, 
in which UTM took first place for the 
college category. 

Bethanie's participation in Project 
Recycle also earned her recognition 
from the Tennessee Higher Education 
Commission, who rewarded her efforts 
with a $1,000 Community Service 
Recognition Program award. 

“I've always been involved in 
something environmental. It's some¬ 
thing I believe in and have believed in 
throughout my life." Bethanie said.

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UTM approved for new 
master's degree in counseling

A Master of Science degree in 
Education with anemphasisonCoun- 
seling has been approved by the 
Board of Trustees and the State De¬ 
partment of Education for UTM. 

Dr. Leroy Simmons, chair of the 
Department of Educational Sludies. 
said this program updates the previ¬ 
ous degree in Guidance and Coun¬ 
seling and allows theperson with the 
degree to be certified at the elemen¬ 
tary and secondary school levels. 
Under the old program, students had 
to be licensed for either elementary 
or secondary levels. 

Simmons said the. new program 
also requires the student to take 48 
semester hours of classes to receive 
the degree as opposed to 36 semester 
hours under the previous program. 

Dr. Robert Eric, associate profes¬ 
sor in the Department ofEducational 
Studies, said48 hours is now consid¬ 
ered to be the standard for programs 
in school or mental health counsel¬ 
ing, 

UTM' s new program is a step ahead 
of regulations that will go into effect 
for school counselors in the fall of 
1996. "We're the second school in 
the state to submit and seek approval 


under the new Slate Department of 
Education guidelines for counsel¬ 
ors,” Simmons said. 

“It opens up the job market for our 
graduates in counseling," Erk said. 

The changes at the state level are 
coming about because of a policy the 
state is carrying out at thp high school 
level in 1995. The changes include 
placing high school students on one 
of two tracks, either vocalional-tech- 
nical or college prep. 

Addition of the tracks will also 
call for counselors helping the stu¬ 
dents to make their choices about 
which track they will follow. Since 
students will make their decision 
while they're in the eighth grade, 
counselors will also help those stu¬ 
dents to decide what classes they 
need to take. 

"We feel our counseling program 
at UTM will help counselors fulfill 
these new functions," Simmons said. 
“Any institution seeking to train 
counselors under the new State De¬ 
partment of Education guidelines for 
certification must have their pro¬ 
gram approved.” 

Erk said UTM anticipates gradu¬ 
ates of the program will have a head 
start over others seeking counseling 
jobs with schools because UTM will 


have courses designed to meet the 
new standards. 

Simmons said another advantage 
under the new degree program at 
UTM is the change in teacher certi¬ 
fication for counselors. The previ¬ 
ous program required counselors to 
have certificates in teaching to be 
school counselors. 

While the new program doesn't 
require the teacher certification, it 
docs require leaching experience, 
which S i mmons said can be recei ved 
through a prccounseling internship 
experience in the schools. 

One reason for that change, Erk 
said, is a need for counselors at 
schools and the feeling that there are 
people who can be good counselors, 
but not necessarily good teachers. 

The new master's program in coun¬ 
seling at UTM began in August with 
12 hours of counseling classes being 
offered. Simmons said the new pro¬ 
gram will require one additional fac¬ 
ulty member to be hired in the fall of 
1995 to teach some new counseling 
classes.

The resume of Dr. Troy Henson, 
the new dean of the Engineering 
Department, is one that would im¬ 
press almost anyone.

Safety Tips 

We've all heard about it. UTM has been named the sixth safest campus 
in the United States. But don’t let that give you a false sense of security.

The group had original ly planned 
to use the award money topurchase 
a glass crusher for the Martin Recy¬ 
cling Center.

“Wc wanted glass to be the next 
step, but the market for crushed 
glass is such that it would take a lot 
more glass than we think we would 
be able to get to bring in companies 
to come and buy it," Delfunt said. 

Other purchases Project Recycle 
might make for the center include: 

■ a new system for separating 
green-bar computer paper from 
white office paper, because the two 
types of paper re-sell for different 
amounts. 

■ a plastic pellitizer, because 
people have more plastic in their 
homes than glaas. However, Delfunt 
said one problem with this-js that 
the plastic must be completely 
cleaned of all labels before it can be 
used. , 

■ sturdy plastic or metal contain¬ 
ers for recyclables at local schools 
and for classrooms at UTM. 


The old Pepsi Plant, which houses 
the recycling center, where these 
items 'would be used, is going to 
change ownership as of January. 
However, Martin businessman David 
Harrison, the new owner, has said 
that the Recycling Center will re¬ 
main housed there. j 

Martin City Administrator Dick 
Tidwell said the city 6f Martin pays 
the $50-60,000yearly expense of the 
center, whichemploys two full-time 
workers to run the center's opera¬ 
tion.

Former Northeastern Louisiana 
athletic director Benny Hollis has 
a lot to be happy about after being 
named UTM's new athletic direc¬ 
tor this past spring. 

Not only is the former collegiate 
assistant basketball coach thrilled 
in his recent move to Martin, but 
the new AD also has great excite¬ 
ment about UTM athletics in the 
near future. 

Hollis, 55, took over the AD 
position after 14 successful sea¬ 
sons at NE Louisiana, and aims to 
bring about great transitions to the 
UTM program. 

Hollis' position has already been 
successful in unifying the women’s 
and men's athletic. departments. 
Each department had a separate 
director prior to Hollis' arrival. 
This project became effective July 
1 . 

Hollis, who promises to make a 
difference, has made a lot of noise 
since his arrival to UTM 

Football season ticket sales for 
the upcoming season are alreadv , 
higher than last year, and Hollis is 
continuing to put more emphasis 
on ticket sales. 

'We certainly need outstanding 
fan support for the upcoming foot- 
balI season," Hollis said.

“We will definitely try to appeal 
to the student body," Hollis said.

Hollis is currently working on 
additional projects to improve ath¬ 
letics here at the university. 

An on-campus softball field is 
being considered. The Lady Pacers 
have played home games at Harrison 
Road Complex, about a mile away 
from campus for several years. 

Hollis also plans to produce im¬ 
provements on the baseball stadium 
by building a festroom and conces¬ 
sion stand. 

“The Athletic Department also 
wants student athletes to enjoy ath¬ 


letics at UTM," Hollis said. “We 
will treat allof the student athletes 
well. Iftheyenjoy the school, they 
will probably let other athletes 
know."
